4 Did You Know? You Can Seal Your Ducts and
Save Money -- Many duct systems are poorly insulated or
not insulated properly. Ducts that leak heated or cooled air
into unconditioned spaces (like crawl spaces) can add
hundreds of dollars a year to your heating and cooling
bills, so insulating these ducts is usually very cost effec-
tive. For cooling ducts, be sure a well-sealed vapor barrier
exists on the outside of the insulation to prevent moisture
buildup.
